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Police seek 2 
in jewelry theft

No arrests have been made 
in a jewelry robbery that left 
one suspect dead and two vic¬ 
tims, a father and son, injured 
from gunshot wounds in their 
home last week. 

Walter Nowicki, 35, and his 
son, Paul. 15, of the 15000 block 
of Taft in Romulus were in¬ 
jured April 1 when one of two 
men who robbed them of two 
rings shot the elder Nowicki in 
the jaw and the son in the right 
arm. 

The father then obtained his 
own gun and shot Mark Ratc¬ 
liff, 17, of Detroit, above the 
hip. 

Ratcliff was pronounced 
dead at Heritage Hospital 
shortly after the 4 p.m. inci¬ 
dent. 

Both Nowickis were treated 
at Heritage. Paul was treated 
and released. Walter under¬ 
went recontructive surgery to 
repair his jaw. 

School officials said Monday 
that Paul had returned to 
school as normal after the 
spring break. 

Police said the incident was 
apparently a tharwted attempt 
to rob the Nowickis of two 
rings, reportedly valued at 
$2,000, that had been adver¬ 
tised in The Trading Times, a 
classified advertising tabloid. 

After contacting the Nowick¬ 
is for an address, two men ar¬ 
rived at the home shortly be¬ 
fore 4 p.m. and began negotiat¬ 
ing a price for the purchase of 
the jewelry, police said. 

At one point, one of the sus¬ 
pects reached into his pocket 
and pulled out a gun and fired 
two shots, one at each Nowicki. 

Police believe that Ratcliff, 
according to statements 
obtained, fired at least two 
shots at the Nowickis. 

Nowicki then used his own 
gun, which police said he had 
hidden near him during the 
meeting, to shoot one of the sus¬ 


pects, apparently Ratcliff. 
Ratcliff ran out the front door 
onto the lawn where, with 
neighbors looking on, he drop¬ 
ped to the ground. 

Police said a second suspect 
eluded arrest by escaping in a 
waiting black, 1978 Camero. 

Police said he entered the 
passenger side, leading them 
to believe a third suspect, who 
waited in the car during the 
attempted robbery, may be in¬ 
volved. 

“At this point, we’re pretty 
sure there is a third suspect,” 
said Lt. Kenneth Kraus. “But 
that is based upon what witnes¬ 
ses reported.” 

Kraus said that police have 
been unable to determine if any 
of the shots fired by Nowicki 
struck the second suspect. 

A neighbor, Jim Stratton, 
was arriving home from work 
seconds after the incident 
occurred. 

“My wife called the police af¬ 
ter she saw (Ratcliff) lying on 
the lawn,” Stratton said. “She 
said it sounded like a car hit¬ 
ting another car when the shots 
were fired.” 

Stratton said that neighbors 
are worried of the threat of re¬ 
taliation by any of the suspects. 

“We don’t know if they’re 
going to be back so we’re more 
or less keeping our doors lock¬ 
ed and our eyes opened.” 

Stratton said it was lucky 
that no one else was injured in 
the shooting. Despite the rain, 
there were several people out 
on the street, he said. 

All the neighborhood chil¬ 
dren, he added, were home for 
spring break. Had it not been 
raining, they may have been 
out playing in their yards, he 
said. 

Police said there were no re¬ 
ported injuries other than the 
victims and the suspect. 

One neighbor, who lived 
across the street, reported that 
a bullet passed through her pic¬ 
ture window. 

She was not home at the time. 


Criminal activity 
down 5 percent

Romulus police had a pro¬ 
ductive year in addressing 
crime within the city, accord¬ 
ing to Chief Charles Wilmoth. 

As a result, statistics for 
crimes against people showed 
a decrease from 1984 of about 
12 percent, he added. 

The statistics were released 
as a part of the Annual Uniform 
Crime Report compiled by the 
Michigan State Police in 
Lansing. 

Crimes against people, those 
crimes that Wilmoth said are 
most used by citizens to gauge 
the level of police protection in 
the community, consist of mur¬ 
der, negligent homicide, rob¬ 
bery, arson, rape, burglary, 
larceny and auto theft. 

These Class I crimes, as clas¬ 
sified by the state police, 
showed a decrease from 2,723 
in 1984 to 2,048 in 1985, accord¬ 
ing to figures released by the 
Uniform Crime Section. 

Murders C9mmitted in the 
city were up from two in 1984 to 
four in 1985. 

Of those four last year, only 
two remained unsolved and 
have not resulted in arrests, 
according to police. 

Within the category of Class I 
crimes, three other area: 
negligent homicide, rape and 
arson exhibited an increase of 
100 percent, 40 percent and 56 
percent, respectively.

‘Airport must conduct study,’- DNR

These crimes, Wilmoth said, 
are those that the police de¬ 
partment has very little control 
over. 

“We can’t do much about 
robbery, arson and murders,” 
he said. “In most murder 
cases, there is a relationship 
between the victim and the cri¬ 
minal, making it difficult for 
any police prevention to be suc¬ 
cessful.” 

In other Class I crimes,' 
however, a decrease was noted 
in the categories of robbery, 
assaults, burglary, larceny 
and auto theft, thereby 
accounting for the overall 12 
percent reduction in that clas¬ 
sification of crimes. 

Robbery, down from 74 re¬ 
ported cases to 55 in 1985; 
assaults; down from 199 to 163; 
burglary, down from 610 to 528, 
larceny, with 1,258 in 1985 and 
auto theft displayed a drop of 
119 incidents in 1985. 

Wilmoth attributed the re¬ 
duction to the “omnipresence” 
of the police force in the com¬ 
munity. 

“We’ve been making people 
more aware of our presence 
and because we advertised our 
protection in the neighbor¬ 
hoods.” 

Crimes against property 
showed an increase from 2,891 
cases in 1984 to 2,908 in 1985, a 
difference of only 17 cases. 

Those crimes, possession of

Airport officials have until 
May 26 before they must notify 
the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources about plans for cor¬ 
recting the problem of ethylene 
glycol overrun from airport re¬ 
tention ponds. 

Officials have until Septem¬ 
ber 1986 to complete a study de¬ 
tailing recommendations for a 
plan of action. 

Those dates, as well as major 
capital improvements ex¬ 
pected to eliminate the prob¬ 
lem with the chemical used for 
de-icing planes at Detroit Met¬ 
ropolitan Airport, were discus¬ 
sed at a specially-convened 
meeting of city, airport and 
DNR officials as well as more 
than 50 residents. 

The solutions, however, 
raised at the Monday night 
meeting instilled little confi¬ 
dence among citizens present, 
many leaving the meeting with 
comments like: “I’ll believe it 
when I see it,” and “It'll never 
happen.” 

Most were dismayed that air¬ 
port officials had until Septem¬ 
ber to announce plans for cor¬ 
recting the problem. 

“I feel bad for these people,” 
said Fred Junior Block, a coun¬ 
cilman. “I’ve watched this 
problem go on for years and it 


really stinks. These people 
need relief now. You ain’t going 
to do nothing, you ain’t done no¬ 
thing in ten years. I’m mad, it’s 
a shame what you’ve done to 
these people.” 

It has been approximately a 
decade since the problem of 
etylene glycol seeping into the 
Frank and Poet Drain, which 
runs through Romulus, began 


raising the ire of local resi¬ 
dents. 

One resident, Karen Dillon, 
an outspoken opponent of the 
airport dumping waste pro¬ 
ducts into the drain, said that 
her questions have, over the 
years, been met with resist¬ 
ance and, in some cases, lies by 
airport spokespersons. 

“I feel that I have been lied to

long enough,” she told the city 
council. “Even though I dis¬ 
agree vehemently with the per¬ 
son who told my husband that 
the airport would do anything it 
wanted and there was nothing 
we could do about it, I feel that 
that person has been the only 
honest one around.” 

Dillon called for the immedi¬ 
ate halt of dumping ethylene 
glycol into the Frank and Poet 
Drain which lie just west of the 
airport. She also recom¬ 
mended that the drain be 
cleaned to rid it of sediment 
and tiled over. 

“Right now, there is no dis¬ 
charge into the Frank and Poet 
Drain,” said Robert Braun, de¬ 
puty director of public rela¬ 
tions for the airport. “We have 
been monitoring the situation 
and have been receiving re¬ 
ports that our control gates 
have been closed.” 

The latest incident of 
ethylene glycol seepage occur¬ 
red last month when residents 
again noticed a greenish-blue 
substance in the drain water 
and detected a noxious odor 
emitting from it. 

Airport officials denied in¬ 
tentionally dumping the che¬ 
mical into the drain. Any seep¬ 
age, they claimed, was the re¬ 
sult of an overflow from reten-

City studies massage parlor ordinance

Following suit with surrounding communities that are design¬ 
ing massage parlor ordinances, members of the city council 
agreed Monday night to review a first draft of such an ordinance. 

In the proposal, licensing and strict regulations will be applied 
to masseuses and masseurs, a measure demanded by city council 
members when asking city attorneys to devise ordinance lan¬ 
guage. 

The proposed ordinance, subject to council approval, is a com¬ 
pilation of other cities’ ordinances, according to Barry Seifman, 
one of the attorneys who helped draft the measure. 

“It is a combination of ordinances reflective of other ordi¬ 
nances with deletions from other cities that have been held in¬ 
valid,” he said. 

“We tried to capture the best from all the cities,” said Seifman. 

Language from Detroit, Farmington and five other suburbs 
were used to compile the first ordinance in Romulus dictating 
terms of massage parlor operation. 

Under terms of the ordinance, the police department would be 
given an applicant’s penal and licensing information for verifica¬ 
tion. 

Massagists must be at least 20 years of age, have a lOth-grade 
equivalent education and not less than one year of practice with a 
licensed massage instructor. 

Service, the ordinance reads, “. .. shall be limited to exercise, 
baths and massage.” 

Uniforms or garments covering the torso must be worn by the 
“. . . conductor, instructor, operator or apprentice while attend¬ 


ing patrons ...” 

“We are touching upon a very volatile area,” Seifman said. “It 
may certainly be subjected to litigation - there is no such thing as 
an ideal ordinance.” 

Seifman said the idea behind construction of the ordinance was 
to take advantage of those ordinances that have remained valid 
under court scrutiny while excluding those measures that may be 
potentially struck down in litigation. 

Seifman said if the ordinance passes by a vote of the city coun¬ 
cil, it will be applicable to all establishments currently under 
operation or those being considered for a permit. 

“By happenstance, any business that participates in this kind 
of activity would come under this ordinance, whether or not it was 
there before the ordinance was passed or not, as lon&as the effect 
is not unreasonable,” said Seifman. 

The lack of an ordinance addressing the establishment of mas¬ 
sage parlors came under fire last year when a local business, The 
Rest Stop, was discovered to be providing patrons with mas¬ 
sages. 

The owner, Kurt Schilk, had asked the council for a permit to 
operate a health spa. 

Schilk contended that he lived up to his proposal but council 
members charged that he deliberately misled them into approv¬ 
ing a massage parlor under the guise of a spa. 

The council members decided shortly after to devise an ordi¬ 
nance restricting massage parlors in the community after 
citizens located near the parlor flooded the council chamber with 
protests. 

Council members will review the proposed ordinance, recom¬ 
mend changes and eventually either approve or reject inception 
of it

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Wrestlers take on new foe

Pinning down Lake St. Clair 
wasn't half so tough as pinning 
down an opponent, or so any 
one of six wrestlers would tes¬ 
tify after attempting to defy 
mother nature last weekend. 

Six members of the Romulus 
High School Wrestling team, 
under the direction of coach 
Wayne Schimming, took to the 
water when residents appealed 
to them for help in filling sand¬ 
bags and building a dyke in pre¬ 
paration for the bout of season¬ 
al flooding along Lake St. Clair 
in New Baltimore, Mich. 

“We went to a tournament 
out in Anchor Bay the weekend 
before we sandbagged,” said 
Schimming. “I asked the kids if 
they'd like to go out and help 
and six volunteered. That's the 
kind of kids they are-they're 
just great.” 

At least four houses border¬ 
ing the lake were protected by 
the dyke, approximately 200- 
250 feet in length. 

For more than five hours, the 
youths, Ralph Farrell, Charlie 
Crosby, Paul Nowicki, Tony 
Venturini, Craig Stewart and 
Dennis Corder, ranging in ages 
from 15 and older, filled bags 
with sand, imported from 
around Michigan. 

Each bag weighed about 75 
pounds, according to Donna 
Schimming. The idea of using 
wrestlers, she added, was en¬ 
tirely appropriate. “Those 
bags were so heavy, I don’t 


know how they could have 
moved so many for so long,” 
she said. 

The dyke, which will remain 
a permanent fixture for resi¬ 
dents along the lake shore, is 
designed to hold back waters 
from the highest lake level in 
more than 100 years. 

Would they do it again? 

“They got dirty and tired,'' 
verified Schimming, “but if 
they need more help out there 
then we’re gonna go and do it 
again. It's good for the boys 
and it's good for this com¬ 
munity.”

Council demonstrates cable dismay

The city council Monday 
night agreed to issue three re¬ 
solutions, two to the cable com¬ 
mission and one to the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
voicing the city's displeasure 
with the progress made by Bar¬ 
den Communications.

mously approved. 

“I think if we just throw up 
our hands and say, ‘Oh, well,’, 
that’s just the way things are 
going to go, said Counciman 
Barry Baumann, sponsorer of 
the resolutions. “We can ex¬ 
nothing to happen if we don't do 
anything.” 

Baumann has been an out¬ 
spoken opponent of Barden 


Communications and has repe¬ 
atedly called for imposition of a 
penalty, as set forth under the 
contract with the company 
once the company failed to 
meet its deadline, which was 
extended twice. 

The city, on Feb. 5, issued a 
letter just two days after a Feb. 
3 deadline for the completion of 
cabling in Romulus. 

At that time, Barden said 
most eligible areas had been 
either completely or partially 
cabled. Other areas were to be 
completed no later than April. 

According to the cable ordi¬ 
nance, damages of $1,000 per

“What we are doing,” Braun 
said, “is hiring consultants to 
try and help us put together a 
two-part program to analyze 
the results of our water and 
sediment studies and define the 
scope of a longer-term study.”

stolen property, malicious des¬ 
truction of property, sex 
offenses, narcotics, family and 
children, liquor laws, fraud, 
drunk driving, among others, 
exhibited both increases and 
decreases from 1984 to 1985.

pervisor for water quality con¬ 
trol for the DNR, told the audi¬ 
ence that toxicity studies have 
been made on the odor emitted 
from the drain but none for wa¬ 
ter toxicity. 

“The health department in¬ 
formed us that there is no dan¬ 
ger of toxicity from the odor,” 
he said. 

Schrameck said the DNR 
would assume the “blame” for 
the lack of action taken to cor¬ 
rect the problem over the 
years. 

“We dropped the ball,” he 
admitted. “By not requiring 
the airport to follow-up on 
doing any further recom¬ 
mendations, we screwed up.” 

The DNR recently issued a 
notice of non-compliance re¬ 
quiring the airport to treat 
waste dumped into the drain. 

“But they’ve been in sub- 
stancial compliance most of 
the time,” Schrameck told an 
unbelieving crowd. 

He said the DNR would re¬ 
view the airport’s report and 
devise a schedule to be incorpo¬ 
rated into an “enforceable 
document to build into a imple- 
mentable process.” 

“If there is any concern on 
the part of the people, then we 
can try to build those com¬ 
ments into the schedule,” he 
said. 

The city will host another 
meeting of airport and DNR 
officials April 28 when results 
of both water and sediment stu¬ 
dies should be complete.

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McNamara gets 
good local start

Although the race for the 
county executive’s seat is just 
now getting into full swing, 
Livonia Mayor Edward McNa¬ 
mara has already garnered the 
support from a wide range of 
politicians in the western 
Wayne County area. 

McNamara attributes his 
apparently already successful 
campaign to his many years of 
involvement in the local politic¬ 
al scene. 

4 Tve known these people for 
a number of years. I think we 
have shared some common 
problems that we have worked 
on together,” McNamara re¬ 
marked. 

The county executive hopeful 
has based his campaign on 
promised growth for the coun¬ 
ty, growth that he believes has 
been stifled by mismanage¬ 
ment in the county govern¬ 
ment. 

“I think there’s a great need 
in the county for economic de¬ 
velopment,” McNamara said. 

Using the Romulus-based 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
as a key target for growth, 
McNamara reported that the 
facility is sorely underde¬ 
veloped due to a lack of sewage 
and roadway problems in the 
area. 

“The county has never got¬ 
ten in there and put in the 
necessary roads and seweis. If 
you go up and down the area it’s 
all open fields but, it’s just a 
two-lane highway,” McNa¬ 
mara said. “The way to fight 
crime is to provide jobs for 
people.” 

In expanding the airport, 
McNamara said he would use 
county money to improve the 
airport area infrastructure in 
hopes that such a move would 
attract new business. 

The Livonia mayor pointed

to advances he has made at the' 
city level which have spurred 
considerable economic 
growth. McNamara used the 
Seven and Eight Mile roads 
area as a prime example of 
what growth can mean saying 
that the business expansion in 
the region has created more 
than 3,000 new jobs for resi¬ 
dents. 

Aside from the growth issue, 
McNamara said he would seek 
to repair the torn relations be¬ 
tween the county executive and 
the county commission. To 
achieve this, the mayor said his 
past experience would come in 
handy.

Nevertheless, McNamara 
has based his campaign on one 
of county pride and more man : 
agement. While he is stressing 
economic growth, he’s calling 
for an end to what he calls 
“fat” in the county budget. 

One proposal he said he 
would introduce if elected 
would be the idea of giving peo¬ 
ple convicted of minor crimes 
the opportunity to work on 
county roads and in the parks 
in lieu of serving prison terms. 
Such an operation has been im¬ 
plemented in Livonia, McNa¬ 
mara said, and has been fully 


accepted by residents and city 
workers. 

McNamara’s credits are ex¬ 
tensive having served on 
numerous civic groups and 
being chosen as Man of the 
Year in 1979 by The Detroit 
News. 

Nevertheless, the county-ex¬ 
ecutive hopeful who lost his bid 
for the seat in 1982 to William 
Lucas isn’t sitting back admir¬ 
ing the overwhelming political 
support he has netted thus far. 
Even his being considered the 
front runner in the election 
scene by a number of polls has 
not settled him down. 

Instead, McNamara said he 
will continue to use his past his¬ 
tory and promises for a better 
economic future for Wayne 
County as the basis of his cam¬ 
paign.

Midland plant 
to be converted

Even though electrical rates should not 
be increasing for residents in western 
Wayne County, Consumers Power Com¬ 
pany officials feel that all area consumers 
should be concerned with the reopening of 
the Midland Power Plant. 

Michael Bridges, public affairs advisor 
for Consumers Power, said last week that 
the electric- and gas-producing company 
feels confident that the public will accept 
and support the company plan to convert 
the problemed, one-time nuclear power 
facility into one that changes natural gas 
into electricty for southeastern Michigan. 

Bridges has appeared before several 
area civic groups including the Wayne 
Civitans and the Wayne Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, touting the company proposal to 
spend more than $500 million to complete 
the Midland conversion program. The 
funding for the project, Bridges added, 
would come from increased electrical 
rates from electrical customers of Con¬ 
sumers Power. 

Consumers Power gas customers, 
however, would not be affected by the 
rate increase, he pointed out. All resi¬ 
dents in the cities of Wayne, Westland, 
Romulus and Belleville and the townships

We are desperate for help 
with our Plymouth Turismo. It 
is a nightmare and we would 
like you to write to Chrysler Cor¬ 
poration for us.

Dear Chrysler Customer Rela¬ 
tions Managers: 

We are writing to you as we 
have exhausted all (except leg¬ 
al) of our resources toward 
effectuating repairs on our 1985 
Plymouth, Turismo, two door, 
black (color) automobile. 

The following is a short synop¬ 
sis of the difficulties experi¬ 
enced on the car. The Vehicle... 

# has been “in” for service on 
20 or more occasions for at least 
24 hours and, in several cases, 
for as much as two to three days 
in one week. 

• repeatedly stalls “while 
driving” and loses power 
brakes and power steering. 

• takes two to three minutes 
to start in all instances. 

# returns approximately 10 
miles to the gallon. 


• right passenger door has 
been adjusted as it was pushing 
against the fight front fender. 

• has had coolant leaks and 
the radiator has been replaced. 

• passenger and driver win¬ 
dows leaked profusely as well as 
the hatch leaking to the extent 
that the interior carpeting was 
soaked. Window seals have 
been replaced twice. (The 
second replacement occurred 
this week Nov. 25, 1986), there¬ 
for, at the time of this writing, 
we are uncertain of the quality 
of the repair. 

• gears (1st and 2nd) are ex¬ 
tremely tight and nearly re¬ 
quire the strength of a man to 
shift. 

On Nov. 17, 1985, because the 
vehicle stalled, I hit a curb at the 
intersection of Glenbrook and 
Airport roads. The only injury 
was to my own head (police re¬ 
port attached for your review). 
Fortunately, no pedestrians 
were in the vicinity. 

During one service incident, 
the repair people at Regal 
Motors, Inc. damaged the car 
(while attaching a computer), 
resulting in $340.46 in body work 
and the car being out of our pos¬ 
session for over a week. 

It is our contention that the 
car is “dangerously unsafe and 
unsuitable to be driven on the 
streets.” It is clearly hazardous 


and not able to be used for its 
intended purpose. 

We have availed ourselves of 
the normal avenues for solving 
problems, i.e. contact with 
Chrysler Customer Relations, 
via telephone calls and written 
correspondence, numerous dis¬ 
cussions with dealership per¬ 
sonnel - sales and service as 
well as the above-referenced 
service calls. Needless to say, 
we possess a substantial stock 
of supportive documentation 
which we would be happy to 
share with you. 

If we do not hear from you by 
Dec. 2, 1985, we shall seek legal 
counsel.

Consumers Power recently completed 
a study that recommended several 
alternatives to the now-idle facility. One 
proposal was the conversion of the nuc¬ 
lear-powered generators to ones using 
coal, a plan that would cost the company 
more than $1.2 billion and take seven 
years to complete. 

Another idea, although one not highly 
favored by officials at Consumers, would 
be to abandon the plant. According to 
Bridges, this proposal would create a sig¬ 
nificant financial burden on the company. 

“You have to understand that Midland 
represents 45 percent of our commercial 
assets,” said Bridges. “That’s why this is 
so important to us.” 


The third proposal and the one being 
highly publicized by Consumers Power is 
the plant conversion to a natural gas op¬ 
eration. The plan, which would take 
approximately four years to complete, 
would cost the company and electrical 
customers about $500 million. 


On Monday, officials from Consumers 
Power announced that the natural gas 
conversion would cost the average elec¬ 
tric customer $6 more each month. 
However, this rate increase, Bridges 
reiterated, would affect only customers 
receiving their electricty from Consum¬ 
ers Power.

of Canton and Van Buren receive their 
electricity from Detroit Edison. 

Nevertheless, Bridges indicated that 
although area residents won’t feel a pinch 
in their pocketbooks because of the plant 
conversion, they still should be con¬ 
cerned. 

The public affairs official reported that 
the two electrical suppliers - Detroit Edi¬ 
son and Consumers Power - share elec¬ 
tricity supplies each day when failures 
occur at company generators or other 
problems threaten outages for con¬ 
sumers. 

In addition. Bridges was adamant in 
saying that the cost overruns and prob¬ 
lems plaguing the Midland Plant have en¬ 
ded and that the operation of the now-idle 
electricity-producing facility is essential 
for the growing population in southeast¬ 
ern Michigan.

In the right market 

Credit union official sees promotion as key

Liz Morehouse of the Wayne- 
Westland Federal Credit Union 
said that officials there were ex¬ 
cited when the net assets 
reached $8 million. Today, 
however, the credit union is hop¬ 
ing to attain the $20 million level 
and Morehouse attributes the 
drastic jump to simple market¬ 
ing techniques and a friendly 
atmosphere among staff mem¬ 
bers. 

A nine-year veteran em¬ 
ployee at the Wayne-based 
financial institution, Morehouse 
was appointed marketing direc¬ 
tor and personnel manager in 
April, 1984. When she started, 
credit union membership was 
just reaching 9,000 while today 
the figure has grown to more 
than 11,600. 

With no formal educational 
degree in marketing, More¬ 
house said her new position was 
a challenge with which she had 
to experiment, sometimes using 
trial and error methods. Her 
first duty was to attend a Wayne 
Chamber of Commerce meet¬ 
ing, a move that she feels was 
the beginning of her success 
story at the credit union. 

Using a philosophy that the 
best way to attract new mem¬ 
bers was to let non-members 
know the facility existed, More¬ 
house began an intensive prom¬ 
otional campaign. Increased 
advertising, community expo¬ 
sure at luncheons to even adopt¬ 
ing a school were a few of the 
techniques the new marketing 
director chose to utilize. And, 
apparently, her keen intuition 
has paid off. 

“We’ve been growing steadily 
right along, but we’ve really 
picked up in the last few years. I 
think the reason (for the growth) 
is that my job is to let people

know we’re here/’ Morehouse 
said. “Once people know we’re 
here, they come to visit us.” 

The success story of the credit 
union has been a bright one. In 
1984 the company had one 
branch and 9,000 members. To¬ 
day, the financial institution 
boasts two new branches in 
Westland and Inkster which 
created the reality of acquiring 
more than 300 new customers 
each month, an unprecedented 
feat. 

“When I came in, one of my 
written goals was to be involved 
in the communities. We’ve put 
an awful lot of marketing dol¬ 
lars in the Wayne-Westland 
area,” Morehouse said, “but 
those things have paid off. “The 
promotion usually pays for it¬ 
self.” 

Aside from exposure, More¬ 
house reported that the key to 
continued success for any busi¬ 
ness is involvement with the 
customer. The marketing direc¬ 
tor feels that knowing what the 
consumer wants is essential for 
growth and stability in the busi¬ 
ness world. 

“I think the most important 
thing is to really begin to under¬ 
stand the people you serve and 
to fit their needs. We try to stay 
in touch with the needs of our 
members.” 

To keep in touch with mem¬ 
bers, Morehouse relies heavily 
on membership surveys that 
are completed by new members 
as well as veterans. She indi¬ 
cated that it is these surveys 
that enable credit union officials 
to be apprised of what addition¬ 



al services members desire, 
services that help make the cre¬ 
dit union more competitive, 
according to Morehouse. 

Keeping in touch doesn’t just 
stop with employees, however. 
Morehouse reported that a simi¬ 
lar technique of intensive com¬ 
munication has been im¬ 
plemented with the credit union 
staff. 

As personnel manager, More¬ 
house feels it is essential to con¬ 
duct monthly staff meetings as 
well as quarterly meetings that 
join all three branches of the 
company. 

“The key is to work with your 
people and try to treat them all 
alike,” Morehouse said. “I try 
to get staff members involved.” 

Along with staff communica-

tion, the credit union insists on a 
friendly and casual employee 
atmosphere. With this, em¬ 
ployees are greated with bou¬ 
quets of flowers on their birth¬ 
days and are treated to a light 
lunch during general staff meet¬ 
ings. 

It’s these types of things, 
Morehouse believes, that keep a 
staff happy and reflect on the 
overall success of the business 
operation. 

“In personnel, it’s important 
to communicate, for everyone 
to have the same experiences,” 
Morehouse reported. “You also 
have to discipline a lot but I 
don’t want to have people see 
me coming and say, ‘Oh no, here 
comes Liz,’ v she added with a 
chuckle.

In the words of an old proverb, it is better to 
try and then fail than to never make any 
effort. 

Such a phrase can be applied to the federal, 
state and local situation with Federal Re¬ 
venue Sharing. Scores of cities across the 
country face the elimination of thousands of 
dollars from city budgets bringing the ax 
down on city services and causing taxpayers’ 
pocketbooks to open wider. 

But does anyone really care? 

Indeed, the residents of most every com¬ 
munity will be quick to care when city offi¬ 
cials announce that taxes will be increasing. 
Likewise, these same residents will be equal¬ 
ly concerned when police departments face 
drastic layoffs and city services face virtual 
elimination. 

But these situations are happening this very 
day and the public reaction has been 
mediocre, to say the least. 

The federal government will phase out re¬ 
venue sharing on Sept. 30,1986. This move will 
mean that aid to cities, many times to the tune 
of one-quarter of the annual budget, will be 
eliminated. The feds have, in turn, promised 
to allocate these monies to other areas - re¬ 
ducing the deficit, social programs and de¬ 
fense programs. 

Local city officials by the dozens have been 
pleading with citizens to write their Congress¬ 
men in protest to the federal legislation. Simi¬ 
larly, social welfare agencies have been ap¬ 
plying an equal thrust in hopes of returning 
federal funding to cities, a move that can 
make or break the mere existence of these 
agencies. 

Citizens have responded in a most peculiar 
way, in a fashion that perhaps illustrates the 
total misunderstanding of what the cuts will 
mean to everyone. Many cities have con-

arrive at possible means with which to deal 
with them. But in most cases, these meetings 
fail to attract a large crowd or even one big 
enough to be representative of the huge im¬ 
portance this issue has. 

The citizens of this area must make a deci¬ 
sion - federal cuts along with increased taxes 
and/or reduced city services or a protest to 
the proposed cuts with the hope that wide¬ 
spread public sentiment will change the deci¬ 
sions of federal lawmakers. 

Whatever choice is to be made, this action 
must come swiftly. The public is at the dawn 
of a new day of tax-money redistribution and 
changes that will affect each and every tax¬ 
payer. 

When cities announce tax increase this fall, 
all bets can be placed on the fact that public 
reaction will be far from mediocre. When 
police and fire protection is reduced and city 
services are reduced, public reaction will be 
tense. 

But why the lack of interest now at a time 
when the public has a chance to determine if 
the end to federal revenue sharing is really in 
the best interest of all of us? Why wait until 
it’s too late to sound that red alarm? 

The citizens in our communities have been 
made well aware of what is in store for them if 
federal revenue sharing is cut out. The 
citizens in our communities know how much 
taxes will increase and they know how city 
services will be affected. Now it’s time to 
make the decision - do we sit back and accept 
the plan or do we write our lawmakers in vio¬ 
lent protest? 

The choice is ours to make and now is the 
time to make it. For it’s better to try and the 
fail than to never have made any effort. 

can be reality 

The immense task now before the Spotlight 
Players is impossible without help from local 
citizens and businesses. The local area 
thrives for a cultural center such as this one 
and would benefit greatly. 

Just as we as a community will be proud 
and exuberant once the project is completed, 
our determination to make these dreams a 
reality should be equal in strength. 

The restoration of the old Wayne Theater is 
far from impossible. The Spotlight Players 
have provided the spark necessary to set the 
project candle aglow. 

Now it’s time for the community as a whole 
to provide the extra fueling through financial 
and service support to turn this long-time 
dream into a reality. It can be done - other 
cities have proven it. It only takes unity, de¬ 
dication and pride on everyone’s part.

Editor Woodruff of the Ypsi- 
lanti Sentinel opens the spring 
campaign in a more cheerful 
mood than he has manifested 
since the skating rink broke his 
arm. He is well satisfied with 
the things as they are except 
that: Pingree and Smith surren¬ 
dered to the boycotters; the J.H. 
Black word contest was not hon¬ 
estly carried out; watertight 
ships are not water tight; the 
Detroit high school is main¬ 
tained for the benefit of the few. 
Kansas winds freeze the people 
to death; nineteenth century 
ladies are too economical in the 
amount they wear; civil service 
reform is a fraud; Ypsilanti’s 
council hasn’t the vertebra of an 
eel; the Knights of Labor are 
tyrants; and O’Connor, the 
tragedian, can’t act. 

When I read in the Enterprise 
that marriage bells would ring 
at a certain time in this village I 
thought, well that’s hazardous 
for the editor to say that, unless 
he is to be the bridegroom, for 
sure he is not a prophet.

Glenn looks like a title contender 

1971...the year the state base¬ 


ball tournament began, the 
year that Frank Tanana made 
his mark at Detroit Catholic 
Central, and the year that the 
Westland John Glenn baseball 
team made “Never Give Up” 
its watchword. 

Well, 15 years later, the 
Rockets baseball team, under 
the tutelage of head coach 
Norm Hoenes, faces a similar 
situation. 

In 1971, the baseball team 
had a great starting nine, but 
not a lot of depth. However, the 
rest of the Northwest Suburban 
League did not know about its 
heart and determination. That 
they had in abundance and they 
parlayed it into a co¬ 
championship.

The key to any infield at any 
level is the play of the men in 
the middle and on this team 
those two are shortstop Rick 
Tavormina and second sacker 
Straub. Tavormina, a junior, is 
coming off a serious knee in¬ 
jury incurred during last sum¬ 
mer’s Mickey Mantle World 
Championship in Connecticut.

Steamy sensations 


PANTS & JEANS 


It really “steams” me when people 
throw up their noses at different cooking 
techniques without even trying them. 

A close friend had a little party last 
weekend and he served it completely from 
steamer baskets that were stacked on the 
stovetop like dishes at the Big Boy buffet. 
Needless to say, a few eyebrows were 
lifted. 

“But it doesn’t look done” was the rever¬ 
berating comment heard throughout the 
flock. Finally, a party that served some¬ 
thing other than meatballs in a cocktail 
sauce and a vegetable tray with ranch dip. 

Personally speaking, food that has been 
steamed looks better, tastes better and, in¬ 
deed, is better for you. It is fresher and the 
greens are greener, the yellows are yellow¬ 
er, or whatever color the food was intended 
to be. 

The party had a definite style. Most 
guests were a bit more slim and trim and 
aware of their ability to show those extra 10 
pounds by just taking in a deep breath 
while walking past a doughnut shop. 
Steaming is a slimmer, trimmer, easier, 
versatile and, to say the least, very econo¬ 
mical. 

Practically any food can be steamed, 
although most cooks rest their case with a 
few green vegetables like broccoli and 
cauliflower. Steamed foods are interesting 


when they are counterpointed with other 
textures and aromas. Even if this column 
doesn’t inspire you to try an entirely 
steamed meal, at least attempt paring a 
steamed entree with with a crisp salads, 
broiled chops or grilled fish. 

Fortunately, you do not need fancy 
equipment to be a good steamer. Unlike my 
friend who borrowed bamboo stacking 
steamers (they run about $20 for a set of 
three) from all his friends (I lost count at 22 
steamers!), I have steamed using one of 
those 99-cent stainless folding strainers 
over a boiling liquid with a lid. 

A few years ago, I picked up one of those 
ceramic stoneware Chinese steamer pots 
with a chimney in the center at an art fair. 
These steamer pots are placed over a pot of 
boiling liquid and instead of the steam 
gushing up through little perforations, it 
comes up the chimney and circulates from 
within the tightly lidded bowl. 

The Chinese have used this technique 
and cooking vessel for centuries. 

Steaming liquids can vary from plain old 
tap water to the use of beer, wine, cham¬ 
pagne, broths and bouillons. Usually, 
however, I rely on plain old water, flavored 
with additions of lemon juice and a sprink¬ 
ling of herbs like bay, rosemary, oregano, 
thyme and dill. A few

And although he 
may be a constant mouse catcher at the 
store, the feline critter has been credited 
with increasing business, according to 
Sabourin. 

Dorothy Siano, founder and part owner, 
found the cat four years*ago in the Kresge 
parking lot near the store. Sabourin re¬ 
ported that the cat had survived a typical

snowstorms through the help of 
a few concerned local business 
owners. 

According to Sabourin, Fred, 
as he has now been dubbed, 
lived on the fish sandwiches 
workers from Kresge’s fed him 
along with an occasional 
cheeseburger or two from a bar 
owner next door. 

But Fred’s salvation came 
when Siano decided to coax the 
cat into her own store and 
attempt to make friends with 
him. The friendship has grown 
ever since. 

Fred now calls the miniature 
doll house store home and with 
good reason. As Sabourin re¬ 
ported, the fuzzy feline has 
literally become the king of the 
roost. 

In trying to run a business 
and keep a curious cat happy at 
the same time, Sabourin re¬ 
ported that the task isn’t al¬ 
ways easy. Apparently to Fred, 
a sharp curiosity never would 
kill a cat. 

“When we first brought him 
in here you couldn’t eat a 
cheeseburger in front of him or 
he would take it out of your 
hand. Even now you have to eat 
real fast or he’ll be on your 
lap,” Sabourin said. 

Fred is an expert in the mini- 
ature dollhouse business, 
according to Sabourin. The cat 
has explored the doll houses in¬ 
side and out, slept on most ev¬ 
ery display, scouted out which 
customers he might think 
appeals to him and scared 
more than one customer who 
thought he was only stuffed. 

“A lot of times, Fred sleeps 
on files and people think he is 
stuffed. But then they catch a 
little movement and really 
jump,” said Sabourin. “My dis¬ 
plays are never terribly neat 
because he likes to change 
them around.” 

This habit is the reason for 
the jungle-gym for cats in the 
front display window, Sabourin 
explained. 

Nevertheless, the store own¬ 
er reported that Fred has never 
been a nuisance but actually an 
aid to the business. Although 
she was unsure as to the actual 
percentage of people that come 
in just to see the cat of local 
stardom, Sabourin said that if 
Fred is not in the window, cus¬ 
tomers come in asking why. 
“Almost all of the time he 


sleeps in the front window. He's 
usually upside down. I’ve had 
people accuse me of abuse and 
people coming in the store 
saying, ‘Oh my God, the cat is 
dead,’” said Sabourin. “He’s 
also good about ignoring people 
who knock on the window and 
he’s probably slept in every 
house in the store.” 

The store owners have used 
the cat in advertising promo¬ 
tions and are currently using 
its popularity to raise money 
for the Michigan Humane Soci¬ 
ety. But Fred doesn’t need an 
agent to boost his popularity, 
according to Sabourin, as the 
growing number of fans seems 
to reveal. 

Sabourin reported that one 
anonymous resident leaves cat 
food coupons in the store mail¬ 
box periodically while another 
fan club member occasionally 
drops off catnip. One man even 
drops by the store window each 
morning just to say hello and 
then leaves bidding the cat a 
fair-weathered day. 

But aside from Fred, the 
business world is also called a 
“doggy-dog” one and Eileen 
Halabut and family have taken 
the phrase literally. 

Halabut, the owner of All 
Seasons Landscaping in Belle¬ 
ville, brings Charlie the family 
dog to work each day for the 
simple reason the dog can’t get 
along without its owners. 

Charlie, who happens to be 
female, comes to work each 


day with Nick Halabut, her 
owner. Nick received the dog 
from a friend nearly five 
months ago and the two have 
become almost inseparable. 

“He’s so attached to us that 
she won’t stay home alone,” 
said Eileen of the 15-pound lab¬ 
rador-german shepherd mix. 
“But all of the customers really 
love her.” 

So the next time the urge 
arises to really give the boss a 
piece of the mind, just remem¬ 
ber that good old Charlie the 
dog, Fred the cat, or possibly 
Alvin the alligator might be in¬ 
terested in hearing what has to 
be said to his master as well. 
And just maybe the boss’ pet 
can resolve the problem in a 
slightly different fashion. 

But Charlie isn’t one just to 
lie around and take up space, 
Halabut said, as she many 
times enjoys becoming a 
“helpful” part of the staff at All 
Seasons. 

“She likes to take the parts 
boxes and walk around the 
store with them,” Halabut 
said. “She also helps out with 
taking the shop rags and pulls 
parts off the shelves and acts 
pretty much like a puppy.’’ 

Although the Halabut family 
isn’t giving the dog credit for 
increasing the business at the 
lawn and garden store or in¬ 
cluding her in a profit-sharing 
plan, Charlie has been reported 
to be warmly received by most 
every customer.

large cloves of garlic can do 
wonders to chicken while a 
vanilla bean and a fresh sprig 
of mint can steam an apple full 
of exciting new flavors. 

One simple suggestion be¬ 
fore you begin: Make sure that 
the pot in which you are steam¬ 
ing is filled with enough liquid 
to last throughout the steaming 
process. I, too, have a favorite 
pot that won’t talk to me any¬ 
more because I boiled it dry 
one evening while imbibing on 
too much wine. 

If you are steaming small 
items that require shorter 
cooking periods, an inch or two 
of liquid should suffice, howev¬ 
er, larger items that take lon¬ 
ger should have a minimum of 
four to six inches of liquid and a 
good fitting lid that will retain 
much of the condensation and 
steam in the pot. 

Now is the time to try this 
different technique, before the 
kitchen gets too hot with those 
dogged days of summer. Open 
a kitchen window and enjoy the 
fresh spring breeze while din¬ 
ner steams away on the 
stovetop. The aroma from the 
steam will permeate the house 
and probably the neighbor¬ 
hood.

STEAMED POT AU FEU 
(easily serves 6) 

4 lbs. boneless beef pot roast, 
brisket or ribs 

1 bottle cheap red burgundy 
wine 

2 onions, chopped 

2 stalks celery with leaves 
4 cloves garlic, chopped 

1 tbsp. salt (optional) 

10 peppercorns or a tsp. of 
pepper 

2 bay leaves 

1/4 cup fresh or dried cubes 
1 qt. water

Add wine, onions, celery, 
salt, pepper, herbs and bouillon 
to water.

1 lemon, sliced 

1 tsp. dried dill 

6 carrots, peeled 

3 stalks celery 

2 chopped onions 

12 peppercorns or 1 tsp. 

2 bayleaves 
chicken bouillon cubes 
6 potatoes, peeled 
To water, add chopped cel¬ 
ery, onions, carrots, garlic, 
pepper, colves, bayleaves, 
lemon bouillon cubes and dill. 
Place corned beef on a steamer 
rack, cover and steam for 3 
hours.
